The 22-man cabinet has been 
in power since April 5, 1973, 
when it was formed after the 
genera! election.

I.ugar has no intention of with­ 
drawing from, his announced in­ 
tent to win the Republican nom­ 
ination for the U.S. Senate seat 
held by Sen. Birch Bayh. I>-lnd 
Rumors to that effect were 
squelched by Lugar in a com­ 
ment following a news confer­ 
ence here Tuesday afternoon, 
called primarily to discuss ac­ 
tions he is taking following pub­ 
lished reports that some Indian 
a|)olis police have taken bribes 
and gilts to permit prostitution, 
gam bling and bootlegging to 
operate 
Lugar said “ I am going to 
continue 
right 
on 
with 
the 
schedule I have ’’ The mayor 
said that he hoped voters ol In­ 
diana recognized that he was 
meeting the new problem head- 
on as he has past problems in 
governing 
the 
nation’s 
nth 
largest city, and that he would 
not condone any wrong-doing. 
Lugar said the fact that Re­ 
publican planners of In* strenu­

they should not have done, (juite 
apart from whether a large m a­ 
jority never have done this, we 
have an obligation to look into 
this.” 


“ My judgment has to be—are 
we taking every possible action 
that could be expected of some­ 
body to investigate wrong-doing, 
within our own organization,” 
Lugar said. “ We really cannot 
have a situation in which any 
officer uses his badge in the 
wrong way Whether it is a 50- 
series article or a one-serious 
article, it is just as serious until 
we have a resolution of the 
problem ” 
Lugar said that so far, “ I 
have no reason to suspect that 
any of the high level officers 
ol the Indianapolis police de­ 
partment are involved in any 
wrong-doing 
But he said that 
his own probe is continuing 
Lugar said “ We are not look­ 
ing at a great deal of new m at­ 
erial” so far in the series of 
articles “ My recollection is that 
the grand jurv did listen to 40 
witnesses, more or less, recent­ 
ly and did not issue indictments 
alter material, some of which 
apparently has been covered, in 
the current series, came before

r The "in thing" to do now in Rushville is to 
m ake bread. It isn ’t being done by 
housewives but by the husbands! This was 
called to my attention by John R. Green of 
Williamson Waite Insurance Co. Since that 
time I have learned that several professional 
men reserve Sunday afternoon for the 
project. 
The other night the roommate attended a 
meeting at the home of Tom Mattox on High 
School Road. His bread was in the puffing-up 
state. When the meeting started Tom started 
it baking. The arom a of that bread 
practically broke up the meeting. He served 
samples when it was baked, then gave all 
present a loaf of baked bread It was twisted 
and shaped like French bread and was it 
good! The recipe that is going the rounds is 
for Sour Dough Bread made from a Sour 
Dough starter. If any of your friends offer you 
a “start" of this concoction, be sure to accept 
The bread is like nothing else and quite 
different from the air-paeked-store-bought- 
variety. 
Sour Dough Starter 
The starter must always be kept in pottery 
a crock or plastic bowl. Never let any metal 
touch the “starter." to create it, simply boil 6 
potatoes about an hour. Throw the potatoes 
away and keep the two cups of potato water 
you should have left. Mix in 2 or 3 cups of 
flour, until you have a batter. Stir with a 
wooden or plastic spoon once a day. At the 
end of three days, it is ready. 
E verytim e you take any s ta rte r out, 
replace it with equal parts of water and flour. 
Let it set again for another three days, 
stirring some each day. 
If you don’t use any for 10 days, take out a 
cup, throw it away and replace with water 
and flour, this keeps it “working " 
Sour Dough French Bread 
Dissolve a package of dry yeast in 14 cups 
of luke warm water; stir I cup of sour dough 
starter in a large bowl, add 4 cups of flour, 
two tablespoons sugar, 2 teaspoons of salt. 
Cover with a cloth and let rise in a warm 
place until doubled in size. Then mix a cup of 
flour and one half teaspoon of baking soda 
and stir this into the dough, adding enough 
flour to make a stiff dough. Knead on a flour 
dusted board until the dough is smooth and 
shining. This kneading is the secret of good 
bread, (knead for at least 10 minutes). 
Kneading is done by hand and it is a m atter of 
roiling back and forth, pinching it together, 
then rolling it into an oblong ball. Then when 
it is smooth and shining, shape the dough into 
half loaf size, place on a greased paper or 
sheet sprinkled with cornmeal, leave in a 
warm place until doubled in size. Brush the 
top lightly with cold water. Make a sharp 
slash about 4 inch deep in the top of the loaf 
and bake in an oven set at 400 degrees. 
Place a shallow pan with a little hot water 
on the bottom of the oven. Bake until dark 
almond brown. 
When almost baked, brush with melted 
butter and hot water and then crisp in the 
oven three to five minutes more. If desired, 
glaze with a mixture of canned cow or fresh 
cream and egg yolk. 
This bread is delicious toasted but in our 
automatic toaster, takes toasting twice over. 
After it pops up, it can be spread with butter, 
returned to the toaster and the result is 
crunchy, crisp, and very delectable. 
A trip to the courthouse on Thursday 
morning found the line for unemployment 
checks extending halfw ay through the 
courthouse in a U-line.

There were frightened followers who fled 
from Him. 
There were fickle throngs who watched 
while others crucified Him. 
All of these combined put Jesus Christ on 
the Cross, Behind and within them all are the 
real culprits — the sins of hate, idolatry, 
ignorance, indifference, ingratitude, and 
prejudice. 
Every one of us today is represented in the 
crowd around the crucifixion. We were there 
when they crucified the lord. It was our sin 
that nailed Him to the tree.

Balanced Diets 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Whether the athlete in your 
family is a weekend basketball 
nut or a member of the high 
school wrestling team, you 
probably hear a lot about diets. 
No matter what their sport, 
almost all athletes know that 
what they eat affects their 
strength and stamina. 
But not all athletes have 
correst information about the 
foods they need and when and 
how to eat, says Janet Greger, 
Extension foods and nutrition 
specialist at Purdue University. 
Many athletes think they need 
nutritional 
supplements 
and 
crash diets to be at their peak. 
However, Dr. Greger says, 
such athletes may be wasting 
their money on dietary sup­ 
plements. And they may be 
damaging their health, too. 
"Nutritionists know that in­ 
creasing muscle mass, which 
occurs during training, is like 
all growth processes in that it 
requires protein, vitamins, and 
minerals,” Dr. Greger says. 
"But these nutritional needs can 
be met by eating a well 
balanced diet without sup­ 
plements.” 
You. don’t have to buy special 
V i t a in i n s —or ere n s te a k—fo r 
athletes, Dr. Greger says. All

the vitamins an athlete needs 
are in a well balanced diet. And 
all the ‘ protein in steak is 
available in less expensive food 
— cheaper cuts of meat, 
chicken, fish, eggs, and dairy 
products. 
The athlete’s diet should be 
based on the Basic Four food 
groups. Every day an athlete— 
and everyone else, for that 
matter— should eat: 
Milk and other dairy products 
— 4 servings for adolescents; 
2 servings for adults. 
Meat, fish, eggs, and legumes 
— 2 servings, totaling about 5 
oz. 
Fruit and vegetables — 4 
servings, including one dark 
green, leafy or deep yellow 
vegetable or yellow' fruit for 
vitamin A and one serving of 
citrus fruit, tomatoes, can­ 
taloupe, or strawberries for 
vitamin C, 
Bread and cereals — 4 ser­ 
vings. 
Some athletes may want 
larger or additional servings to 
meet 
their 
caloric 
needs. 


However, athletes should never 
go on a crash diet and restrict 
water intake to “make weight” 
for an event. Crash diets and 
other 
measures 
to 
reduce 
weight before an event can be 
hazardous to health and reduce 
the athlete's performance, the 
specialist warns. 
The National Federation of 
State High School 
Athletic 
Associations 
backs up 
Dr. 
Greger in its statement that "a 
major problem in high school 
athletics, is the indiscriminate 
and extreme practice of keeping 
a growing boy’s weight unduly 
low’ in order to make a weight 
division.” 
Turning to the question of the 
pre-game meal, Dr. Greger 
notes that most athletes find it 
best to eat about three hours 
before 
they 
e o m p e t e . 
"However,” She adds, “in one 
study small, 500-calorie meals 
of cereal, milk, bread, and 
butter didn’t adversely affect 
athletes—whether they ate a 
half-hour or three-and-a-half 


hours before they competed.” 
Many coaches, the speeilaist 
continues, advise athletes to 
avoid eating "gas-forming” or 
"irritating” foods before the 
event. Although no foods affect 
very one in the same way. dried 
b e a n s , 
cabbage, 
onions, 
cauliflower, turnips, and spices 


are often considered upsetting. 
“In endurance sports, many 
athletes find that sugar sup­ 
plements relieve fatigue,” Dr. 
Greger says. “However, con­ 
trary to popular opinion, honey 
is not a better source of quick 
energy than any other sugar 
product.”
